The famous soldier chose Armis- 
tice Day for this statement, which 
he made at a press conference in 
Beilin. It was in effect —and per- 
haps by purpose — a powerful ser- 
mon on the true meaning of this 
day-of memories and rededication. 
That meaning is "cooperation." 
The world thought it had foamed 
the lesson of internalional coopera- 
tion in the last war; But the smoke 
of gun-powder had scarcely dis- 
appeared before the second world 
war was on its way. Man learns 
slowly and by hard experience He 
first d'.scoverod that family solidar- 
ity was essential to survival, then 
that tribal cooperation was neces- 
sary for safety. Finarlly he prog- 
ressed to the point where he rec- 
no<iized that the people of a na- 
tion must stand together for mu- 
tual protection and progress. 


But it's taking a lot to drive 
home the truth that the time when 
families or tribes or nations could 
isolate themselves is 
past, 
and 
that peace and security and pro<*- 
ress are dependent on internation- 
al 
collaboration. 
Indeed 
many 
countries are torn with 
internal 
conflict Look at poor old China 
lor instance. And yesterday Gen- 
eral de Gualle appealed to- his peo- 
ple to throw aside their "absurd 
quarrels" and unite in the interest 
of the country. 


The world is full of trouble-spots 
but the most serious from the in- 
ternational viewpoint is the lack 
of solidarity among the Big Three 
It isn't tnat there are differences 
of viewpoint, for those are to be 
expected among the best of friends 
but those differences are due in 
considerable degree to distrusl — 
to suspicions. Those suspicions are 
in the main and 
perhaps 
alto- 
gether, due to inability to interpret 
the meaning of various 
develop- 
ments. 
Perhaps 
those 
develop- 
ments don't signal any ulterior mo- 
tive at all, but they look bad

With the increasing food short- 
age, winter will force these prices 
higher — increasing

tion to American supply 
troops 


stationed here to risk 
imprison- 


ment by selling on this market. 
Patrons are chiefly 
the 
wealthy 


and full-bellied Japanese, who will 
worry lillle about 
their 
country- 
men's fate or about the fact they 
themselves are fattening by 
fi- 
nancing American theft. 


Military police have broken 
up 


one of these soldier gangs and are 
investigating others. 


Little effort is being made, how- 


ever, to break up the black market 
of compassion. The active 
ones 


here are soldiers and officers who 
3ive up their own rations of food, 
candy and cigarets to improver- 
ished Japanese acquaintances, or 
toss them — almost with a guilty 
gesture — to the poor they pass 
in the streets. 


If militarv po.'ice picked up all 


of these soldiers, they would have 
to build several more guardhouses. 


One militant commander, seek- 


ing to halt the spread of Ihis wave 
of sympalhy, has put up banners 
recalling Japanese cruelty during 
the war and ordered that service- 
men leaving his post be searched 
so they cannot carry out items to 
give away. 


Other officers say frankly that 


they cannot observe fully 
orders 


against feeding army food to hired 
Japanese laborers. 


"We compromise by giving them 
what extra* food we can 
spare 


from our own issue," one 
officer 


told me. "Otherwise they wouldn't 
have the strength to work." 


He said he could hire Japanese 


college graduates to do even the 
most menial tasks for less than 
$20 a month, "if I also give them 
one meal a 
day 
of 
American 
scraps."

thur had given me. 


Our destination proved to be the 
town of Heito, near the southern 
Dp of Formosa. Here we transfer- 
red to a narrow-guage 
railway 
used for hauling sugar cane, for we 
weie in the midst of the principal 
sugar-raising 
district of the Jap- 
anese Empire. The train took us 
eight or ten miles to a thoroughly 
vile prisoner-of-war camp. As we 
entered the compound I saw 
a 


large group of prisoners, mostly 
British but with a number of Amer- 
icans, returning from work in the 
fields. They were little more than 
skin and bone, some of their de- 
pleted bodies bronzed and some of 
them horribly burned by the sun. 
They were the very epitome of hu- 
man bondage, and standing there 
watching them drag themselves to 
their cup of rice and moved me to 
helpless tears. 


Our group was then loudly or- 
dered to line up before the most 
savage-looking 
Jap 
lieutenant I 
ever saw. We counted off, and then 
were taken to a long, low-roofed 
bamboo shack, with sleeping ben- 
ches on the dirt floors. 
. We were given no midday meal. A 
surly Jap soldier led one of us to 
the opening of the shack to show 
us our sanitary arrangements. Out- 
side was a bucket of dirty water 
for washing (we were grimy from 
the long and dirty train rides) and 
a reeking wooden tub partly filled 
with human excrement and urine. 


I saw the enslaved 
men limp 
back 
at dusk that evening and 


lie in an irrigation ditch in com- 
' plete weariness, and my mind was 
filled with them lhat nighl as I 
Iried lo find sleep on the hard 
bench that was my bed. 


We had lost most of Ihe niceties 


of civilized living by this sani- 
tary arrangements the Japs pro- 
vided at this camp. One of those 
who rebelled against using the fil- 
thy tub outside the hut was a Bri- 
tish brigadier. 


Just before dark 
that 
evening 
we heard a Jap shouting, "You 
must use the tub." 
The brigadier 
had been caught atternping lo use 
a corner of the prison reservation 
to answer a call of nature, and 
had been dragged over to the tub. 
The sentry had called an interpre- 
ter and it was this Jap we heard 
shouling. 


"Bui I can't do it, I simply can.t" 
the Englishman resisted. 


We could sympathize wilh him, 


after seeing the condition of the 
sides of that awful bin. 


The argument rose 
lo a high 


pilch, Ihen Ihe Jap inlerpreter vic- 
iously slapped the brigadier. But 
again he refused. He was slapped 
again, and then again, but he held 
out with true British 
fervor. 
"It just isn't. . .isn't. . .dignified," 
he said, and that was that. 
Later that night I felt a tap on 


m.y ankle and. investigating, saw 
a bony white hand reaching up from 
under the foot of my ben'ch. It 
was wagging a bit of paper. I 
reached down and took the paper. 
It was a nole from an American 
officer quartered in the other end 
of the same shack, but separated 
from me by a partition. He told 
me there were 34 American officers 
and men in this camp, and lhat 
they had pledged 
themselves to 
endure any treatment the 
Japs 


gave them; they were detcrmintd 
to live. 


Lt. Gen. A. E. Percival receiv- 
ed a similar note from a British 
officer in the same heart-breakingly 
furtive manner as I received mine 
Daylight was a blessing for all 


of us. We got up, finished dress- 
ing, and were fed a little rice and 
transparent soup. We were then 
lold lo shoulder 
our 
belongings 
again, were formed arid marched 
to the entrance of the camp, where 
the despotic-looking Jap lieutenant 
roughly searched us. We were 
then given one of those impossibly 
puerile orders which the Japs dote 


thought of Nippon." Here at Heito 
the Jap lieutenant now commanded 
that we remove all pens and pen- 
cils from our pockets and place 
them in our luggage. 


They marched us to the narrow- 
guage railway again and we were 
taken back to Heito, put in trucks 
and moved to its airport. Six Jap 
transport planes, 
copies of 
our 


C-47, 
were lined up waiting for 
us. My back was so bad by this 
time that Sgt. Carroll had lo help 
me with my luggage and assist 
me in gelling into Ihe plane, but 
I was relieved lo gel away from 
Heito. 


Our Jap transport planes took 


off at 8 a.m. from that monstrous 
place named Heito, on Formosa on 
October 7, 1944, headed north and 
Hew through murkey weather until 
shortly after 2 o'clock, when Ihe 
pilot let us down on a field near 
the southern end of Kyushu, south- 
ernmost of the four main Japanese 
islands. A truck took us to what 
must have been a summer hotel 
and, 
after parking our shoes out- 
side, we walked in and, to our 
great surprise, 
were given a good 


lunch. I ate it to the plate-scraping 
point. But the fresh memory of the 
men left behind at Heito—includ- 
ing some of my officers who were 
scneduled to follow by boat—cut 
into rny enjoyment of the 
first 


good meal I had had since the 
war started. 


Only five planes arrived at Ky- 
ushu in time for lunch. The sixth 
containing Major Gen. Geoe»e F 
Moore, was long overdue. We wait- 
ed for it all afternoon, and my 
worry over him and the officers 
with him mounted. Our scheduled 
train time of 4:30 arrived 
and 


passed. But just at dusk the plane 
bearing Moore appeared over the 
field and made its landing. It had 
been en route about 12 hours. 


We were given supper at the 
same hotel and when it was done 
we were taken to a train. It was 
another all-night ride, and on Ihe 
morning of Oclober 8, 1944 
we 


stopped al a large Kyushu city 
named Beppu. We were met there 
by a talkative Jap 
soldier-inter- 
preter we had seen at Tama/.ato. 
He was born in San Francisco and 
spoke more American slang per 
sentence than I had ever heard 
before or since. He took charge of 
us, put us in busses and took us 
to a hotel where we were delighted 
to find all the American general 
officers we had last seen at Tama- 
zato on June 5, 1943. They showed 
the stark effects of their remark- 
able stand agains the Jap cruellies 
at Shirakawa, and it was then 
that I heard their stilling story 
from Brig. Gen. Lewis Beebe. 


We stayed at the flimsy hotel 
through October 8 and 9, during 
which time I was permitted to use 
the hot bath in the cellar for rny 
ailing back. On the morning of 
the 9th we moved on by train and 
rode all day to a seaport city 
whose name I never learned. 
We 


were hurried through the streets 
to a ship and packed in like fish 
The ship lay there 
lhat 
night 


while we tried lo find room to 
sleep, and left Ihe next morning. 


I was almost certain by now that 


we would be taken to one of the 
oilier main Jup islands, 
perhaps 


Honshu, but I soon saw from the 
position of the sun that we were 
sailing in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. We knew then that we were 
going to Korea and perhaps far- 
ther north, and the matter of our 
tropical clothing began to concern 
us. We had suffered enough from 
the cold the previous two winter 
in relatively mild Formosa. 


About noon of that day's voyage 


we were startled to hear a ship 
machine-gun burst inlo aclion and 
thought immediately thai we had 
been allacked by 
an 
American 
plane (as, I laler learned, did Ihe 
Americans who followed us from 
Heilo by boat) Bui when we rushed 
to the portholes we saw thai Ihe 
gun was firing only at a floaling 
mine. 


We were fed cold rice, a few 
vegetables and strips 
of some 
strange fish shortly after noon, and 
at 5:30 we approached a harbor 
which Gen. Defermery, a Dulch of- 
ficer 
who had 
traveled 
in this 


region, identified as Fusan, Korea. 
They herded us off the ship and to 
a hotel, where we were rather de- 
cently fed, and then moved us on 
to an office building from whose 
rooms all furniture and floor cov- 
ering hud been removed. Each 
on, such as our orders at Karenko room held a bundle of blurikets in 
to refrain 
from "thinking 
evil a corner. We rolled up in them and 


slept. 


The Japs routed us early in the 
morning and took us back to the 
hotel for some fish and warming 
tea. 
Ihen marched us to a railroad 


They would not loll us where we 
were being laken. 


After riding" 
all lhat day and 


through the next two days 
and 


night on back-breaking 
wooden 
seats, we arrived at a bleak wes- 
tern Manchurian 
village 
named 


Shong Tai Tun, just over a low 
mountain range from the Gobi De- 
sert. It was freezing. Our malnu- 
trition and 
thfc long stay in ths 


tropics had thinned our blood to the 
consistency of water. None of us 
had overcoats or even moderately 
warm clothing. To a man, we be- 
gan to shake and our teeth clat- 
tered like castanets. 


The barren new camp, half a 
mile from the railroad, had once 
been occupied by Russian troops 
guarding the Manchurian railwaj 
under the terms of an old trealy 
We lined up outside the barracks 
still shaking wilh the cold, ant. 
the camp commander made a loni, 
and 
characteristically 
senseless 
speech. Then he had to form a 
queue and sign statements that we 
would obey the rules of the camp 
and would not attempt to escape 
Afetr what seemed 
like an age 


we were permitted to go inside 
the barracks and were assigned to 
our rooms. There were 90 of us 
mostly senior 
officers. 


Major Gen. Edward P. King and 
we,''F put in 
n room togethci 
and, like the others, our immediate 
aim 
in 
life 
was 
to gel 
so 


warmth into our bones. We fou,.v 
a" ?ld Russian stove, a giganlit 
affair with a smnll, low opcninu 
for coal, and built a fire, which 
had to be stoked constantly while 
we were there, for the coal was 
very bad. 


The arrival of our first mea 
made us 
realize, 
to our joy 


that we had at last moved out o] 
the rice-eating and watery soup 
world. The meal contained bread 
real white bread, and a thick ve- 
getable cake mixed with maize 
or millet. 


It was a hard life at Sheng Tai 


Tun. We had no work to do, bul 
there were no books, and walking 
outside in the piercing gales wa'« 
lo rigorous. We could not get warm 
clothing and could not move far 
from our stoves. The kitchen, bath- 
house and latrine were from 30 to 
oO yards away from the barracks 
and all of us were still troubled 
with our kidney ailments. There- 
was no hot water or soap for 
washing ourselves or our dishes 
Our hands cramned when we put 
them in the frigid water. But we 
made Ihe bcsl of Ihings; even had 
a little "club life" at nights. We 
would save part of our bread, slice 
it very thin, toast it brown over 
our Russian 
stove— "a la Mclba 


toast"—and then assembly in my 
room and munch on it and talk. 


Our colonels, orderlies and cer- 


tain others arrived on November 
14, 1944, with our heavier luggage 
Sympathetically we watched them 
shake 
and shiver outside the 


barracks while Ihe camp comman- 
der made his speech and they 
signed Iheir good conduct papers 
But at last we were united 
a 


union which was colored by my 
disappointment in learning 
that 
my aides, Col. Johnny Pugh and 
Major Tom Dooley, had been left 
behind in Formosa for want 
of 
enough rank. 


The new men brought books with 
them, too, which were great gifts 


Our bleak days dragged on. The 
climate in thai part of Ihe world 
is extremely dry and the wind 
are of tremendous force. Our old 
barracks was hazy wilh dust day 
and night. To combat it we began 
sprinkling the floors twice a day 
and this proved disastrous lo Gen 
King. 


One night a Jap guard came into 


our room to check up on us just 
after we had wet down the floor. 
As we jumped up and slarted for 
our appointed places at the foot 
of our sleeping bench, Gen. King 
slipped arid fell heavily on his right 
hip, hurting himself so badlv that 
it was with the greatest difficulty 
that he was able to get back to 
his feet. I at once 
called two 


American doctors in the barracks 
They decided after a preliminary 
eramination that King had either 
fractured his hip or seriously torn 
its ligaments. They made him as 
comfortable 
as Ihey 
could for 
Ihe nighl. 


The nexl day an American mcd- 


when the conversations will end,

not seeing any callers today, in 
order to devote all of his time to

atomic, 
world-unity 
discus- 
sions.

the atomic bomb, with Britain's 
Prime Minister Altlce and Cana- 
da's MacKcnzic King. 
"We are going al our confer- 
ences prayerfully," Ihe president 
said. There is nolhing in history to 
guide them. There never was an 
atomic bomb bclorc. 


If these three men should hap- 


pen to make a mistake —through 
some agreement reached or policy 
laid down — neither they nor we 
may be able lo know for years how 
far-rcachingly wrong lhal mislake 
might be, 
| Bul a mistake now might 
lead 


lo a frightful atomic 
war 
lhat 
could kill millions of people, sel 
civilization back a thousand years, 
and leave the victor nation free to 
dominalc Iho carlh. 


Mr. Truman is conducling 
Ihe 
lalks with full knowledge lhal his 
own American people arc divided 
on whal should be done with the 
bomb; whether lo keep il sccrel 
or share it. 


Britain and Canada know how 
lo make il. They worked wilh us 
in making il. Russia wasn't in on 
that. And il wasn't Invited to the 
present discussions here. 


Russia may be invilcd lo lalk 
with Mr. Truman later. Last Oclo- 
ber 3 Ihe president suggested thai 
a lalk with Attlee and MacKcnzie 
King would be the firsl of a num- 
ber of discussions wilh other na- 
tions. 


He said at lhal lime Ihe nalionS 


of Ihe world should renounce Ihe 
use and development of the alomic 
bomb al Ihe 
"carliesl 
possible 
| dale." 


He hoped through Ihe discussions 


10 reach an agreemcnl whereby 
"coopcralion mighl replace rival- 
ry In the field of atomic power." 


But he said loo he would 
nol 


disclose during Ihe discussions how 
America made — and slill is mak- 
ing — Ihe alomic bomb. 


And on October 8 Mr. Truman 


said flatly the United Slalcs would 
nol give Ihe know-how of making 
Ihe bomb lo an ally. This meant, 
of course, Russia. 


Russia kept silenl for a month. 


Then last week Foreign Commis- 
sar Molotov 
said 
what 
.Russia 


thinks of such secrecy. 
"The discovery of alomic energy 


should not encourage a propensity 
to exploit the discovery in the play 
of forces in inlcrnalional 
policy 
or an altitude ol complacency as 
regards the fulure of peace-loving 
nations." 


He added grimly: "We will have 


alomic energy, and other things, 
loo." 


American scientists who 
made 


the bomb figure Russia can make 
11 wilhin five years because 
her 


scienlists know the principle in- 
volved. So Mr. Truman laces Ihcse 
problems: 


Whether lo give Russia Ihe se- 
crel now and agree lo outlaw the 
atomic bomb? This might satisfy 
Russia that this country and Brit- 
ain have no ill-will toward her. It 
might also help solve speedily a 
number of other major problems 
and ensure world peace. 


Whether to wail till Russia can 
make Ihe bomb herself and Ihen 
try to reach an agreement with 
her to outlaw the alomic bomb? 
Once Russia had found oul 
Ihe 


hard way how lo make Ihe bomb, 
she mighl nol be willing lo agree 
—with nations which had withheld 
the secret from her — to outlaw 
the bomb. 


Those five years or 
more 
in 


which Russia had to learn how to 
make the bomb would give this 
country and Britain a terrific mili- 
tary advantage over her in case 
of scries conllitt over other world 
problems. 


But lhat very advantage — by 


creating anger and distrust in Rus- 
sia —mighl make solution of those 
other problems 
impossible 
.and 


split the countries so far apart as 
to make anothci war easy. 
o

The varieties selected for test 
ing were the best from the Var- 
iety Testing Orchard on the Exper- 
iment Station which contains 80 dif- 
ferent varieties of peaches. Sam-

cally for quality, color, flavor, tex- 
ture, 
and 
appearance. Vitamin 


content tests will also be made. 


This is only the initial step in 


the research planned in this field 
by the Arkansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station.

The Doctor 
Says:

A group of army officers was 
standing at the rail as the troop 
ship passed near shore. 
One of 


them saw some native's loading an- 
imals on another boat and he re- 
marked that it made him meat 
hungry. The others noticed thai one 
of the officers apparently became 
pale and they assumed he had been 
made ill by the suggestion. Later, 
he admitted he had noticed pallor 
before. Next morning this officer 
consulted the physician, explaining 
that ho had been tired for some 
time and his tongue was sore. An 
examination 
showed 
pernicious 
anemia, and treatment with liver 
extract was started at once. He 
soon felt as well as ever, and his 
color returned to normal. 


Dangerous Before 1926 
I£ the incident had occurred be- 


fore 1926, the diagnosis would not 
have been any more difficult lo 
make but treatment would have 
been a problem. In those days, all 
patients with a pernicious anemia 
sooner or later succumbed to the 
disease. 


In 1920 it was discovered that

The famous soldier chose Armis- 
tice Day for this statement, which 
he made at a press conference in 
Beilin. It was in effect —and per- 
haps by purpose — a powerful ser- 
mon on the true meaning of this 
day-of memories and rededication. 
That meaning is "cooperation." 
The world thought it had foamed 
the lesson of internalional coopera- 
tion in the last war; But the smoke 
of gun-powder had scarcely dis- 
appeared before the second world 
war was on its way. Man learns 
slowly and by hard experience He 
first d'.scoverod that family solidar- 
ity was essential to survival, then 
that tribal cooperation was neces- 
sary for safety. Finarlly he prog- 
ressed to the point where he rec- 
no<iized that the people of a na- 
tion must stand together for mu- 
tual protection and progress. 


But it's taking a lot to drive 
home the truth that the time when 
families or tribes or nations could

The world is full of trouble-spots 
but the most serious from the in- 
ternational viewpoint is the lack 
of solidarity among the Big Three 
It isn't tnat there are differences 
of viewpoint, for those are to be 
expected among the best of friends 
but those differences are due in 
considerable degree to distrusl — 
to suspicions. Those suspicions are 
in the main and

3ive up their own rations of food, 
candy and cigarets to improver- 
ished Japanese acquaintances, or 
toss them — almost with a guilty 
gesture — to the poor they pass 
in the streets. 


If militarv po.'ice picked up all 


of these soldiers, they would have 
to build several more guardhouses. 


One militant commander, seek- 


ing to halt the spread of Ihis wave 
of sympalhy, has put up banners 
recalling Japanese cruelty during 
the war and ordered that service- 
men leaving his post be searched 
so they cannot carry out items to 
give away. 


Other officers say frankly that 


they cannot observe fully 
orders 


against feeding army food to hired 
Japanese laborers. 


"We compromise by giving them 
what extra* food we can 
spare 


from our own issue," one 
officer 


told me. "Otherwise they wouldn't 
have the strength to work." 


He said he could hire Japanese 


college graduates to do even the 
most menial tasks for less than 
$20 a month, "if I also give them 
one meal a 
day 
of 
American 
scraps."

thur had given me. 


Our destination proved to be the 
town of Heito, near the southern 
Dp of Formosa. Here we transfer- 
red to a narrow-guage 
railway 
used for hauling sugar cane, for we 
weie in the midst of the principal 
sugar-raising 
district of the Jap- 
anese Empire. The train took us 
eight or ten miles to a thoroughly 
vile prisoner-of-war camp. As we 
entered the compound I saw 
a 


large group of prisoners, mostly 
British but with a number of Amer- 
icans, returning from work in the 
fields. They were little more than 
skin and bone, some of their de- 
pleted bodies bronzed and some of 
them horribly burned by the sun. 
They were the very epitome of hu- 
man bondage, and standing there 
watching them drag themselves to 
their cup of rice and moved me to 
helpless tears. 


Our group was then loudly or- 
dered to line up before the most 
savage-looking 
Jap 
lieutenant I 
ever saw. We counted off, and then 
were taken to a long, low-roofed 
bamboo shack, with sleeping ben- 
ches on the dirt floors. 
. We were given no midday meal. A 
surly Jap soldier led one of us to 
the opening of the shack to show 
us our sanitary arrangements. Out- 
side was a bucket of dirty water 
for washing (we were grimy from 
the long and dirty train rides) and 
a reeking wooden tub partly filled 
with human excrement and urine. 


I saw the enslaved 
men limp 
back 
at dusk that evening and 


lie in an irrigation ditch in com- 
' plete weariness, and my mind was 
filled with them lhat nighl as I 
Iried lo find sleep on the hard 
bench that was my bed. 


We had lost most of Ihe niceties 


of civilized living by this sani- 
tary arrangements the Japs pro- 
vided at this camp. One of those 
who rebelled against using the fil- 
thy tub outside the hut was a Bri- 
tish brigadier. 


Just before dark 
that 
evening 
we heard a Jap shouting, "You 
must use the tub." 
The brigadier 
had been caught atternping lo use 
a corner of the prison reservation 
to answer a call of nature, and 
had been dragged over to the tub. 
The sentry had called an interpre- 
ter and it was this Jap we heard 
shouling. 


"Bui I can't do it, I simply can.t" 
the Englishman resisted. 


We could sympathize wilh him, 


after seeing the condition of the 
sides of that awful bin. 


The argument rose 
lo a high 


pilch, Ihen Ihe Jap inlerpreter vic- 
iously slapped the brigadier. But 
again he refused. He was slapped 
again, and then again, but he held 
out with true British 
fervor. 
"It just isn't. . .isn't. . .dignified," 
he said, and that was that. 
Later that night I felt a tap on 


m.y ankle and. investigating, saw 
a bony white hand reaching up from 
under the foot of my ben'ch. It 
was wagging a bit of paper. I 
reached down and took the paper. 
It was a nole from an American 
officer quartered in the other end 
of the same shack, but separated 
from me by a partition. He told 
me there were 34 American officers 
and men in this camp, and lhat 
they had pledged 
themselves to 
endure any treatment the 
Japs 


gave them; they were detcrmintd 
to live. 


Lt. Gen. A. E. Percival receiv- 
ed a similar note from a British 
officer in the same heart-breakingly 
furtive manner as I received mine 
Daylight was a blessing for all 


of us. We got up, finished dress- 
ing, and were fed a little rice and 
transparent soup. We were then 
lold lo shoulder 
our 
belongings 
again, were formed arid marched 
to the entrance of the camp, where 
the despotic-looking Jap lieutenant 
roughly searched us. We were 
then given one of those impossibly 
puerile orders which the Japs dote 


thought of Nippon." Here at Heito 
the Jap lieutenant now commanded 
that we remove all pens and pen- 
cils from our pockets and place 
them in our luggage. 


They marched us to the narrow- 
guage railway again and we were 
taken back to Heito, put in trucks 
and moved to its airport. Six Jap 
transport planes, 
copies of 
our 


C-47, 
were lined up waiting for 
us. My back was so bad by this 
time that Sgt. Carroll had lo help 
me with my luggage and assist 
me in gelling into Ihe plane, but 
I was relieved lo gel away from 
Heito. 


Our Jap transport planes took 


off at 8 a.m. from that monstrous 
place named Heito, on Formosa on 
October 7, 1944, headed north and 
Hew through murkey weather until 
shortly after 2 o'clock, when Ihe 
pilot let us down on a field near 
the southern end of Kyushu, south- 
ernmost of the four main Japanese 
islands. A truck took us to what 
must have been a summer hotel 
and, 
after parking our shoes out- 
side, we walked in and, to our 
great surprise, 
were given a good 


lunch. I ate it to the plate-scraping 
point. But the fresh memory of the 
men left behind at Heito—includ- 
ing some of my officers who were 
scneduled to follow by boat—cut 
into rny enjoyment of the 
first 


good meal I had had since the 
war started. 


Only five planes arrived at Ky- 
ushu in time for lunch. The sixth 
containing Major Gen. Geoe»e F 
Moore, was long overdue. We wait- 
ed for it all afternoon, and my 
worry over him and the officers 
with him mounted. Our scheduled 
train time of 4:30 arrived 
and 


passed. But just at dusk the plane 
bearing Moore appeared over the 
field and made its landing. It had 
been en route about 12 hours. 


We were given supper at the 
same hotel and when it was done 
we were taken to a train. It was 
another all-night ride, and on Ihe 
morning of Oclober 8, 1944 
we 


stopped al a large Kyushu city 
named Beppu. We were met there 
by a talkative Jap 
soldier-inter- 
preter we had seen at Tama/.ato. 
He was born in San Francisco and 
spoke more American slang per 
sentence than I had ever heard 
before or since. He took charge of 
us, put us in busses and took us 
to a hotel where we were delighted 
to find all the American general 
officers we had last seen at Tama- 
zato on June 5, 1943. They showed 
the stark effects of their remark- 
able stand agains the Jap cruellies 
at Shirakawa, and it was then 
that I heard their stilling story 
from Brig. Gen. Lewis Beebe. 


We stayed at the flimsy hotel 
through October 8 and 9, during 
which time I was permitted to use 
the hot bath in the cellar for rny 
ailing back. On the morning of 
the 9th we moved on by train and 
rode all day to a seaport city 
whose name I never learned. 
We 


were hurried through the streets 
to a ship and packed in like fish 
The ship lay there 
lhat 
night 


while we tried lo find room to 
sleep, and left Ihe next morning. 


I was almost certain by now that 


we would be taken to one of the 
oilier main Jup islands, 
perhaps 


Honshu, but I soon saw from the 
position of the sun that we were 
sailing in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. We knew then that we were 
going to Korea and perhaps far- 
ther north, and the matter of our 
tropical clothing began to concern 
us. We had suffered enough from 
the cold the previous two winter 
in relatively mild Formosa. 


About noon of that day's voyage 


we were startled to hear a ship 
machine-gun burst inlo aclion and 
thought immediately thai we had 
been allacked by 
an 
American 
plane (as, I laler learned, did Ihe 
Americans who followed us from 
Heilo by boat) Bui when we rushed 
to the portholes we saw thai Ihe 
gun was firing only at a floaling 
mine. 


We were fed cold rice, a few 
vegetables and strips 
of some 
strange fish shortly after noon, and 
at 5:30 we approached a harbor 
which Gen. Defermery, a Dulch of- 
ficer 
who had 
traveled 
in this 


region, identified as Fusan, Korea. 
They herded us off the ship and to 
a hotel, where we were rather de- 
cently fed, and then moved us on 
to an office building from whose 
rooms all furniture and floor cov- 
ering hud been removed. Each 
on, such as our orders at Karenko room held a bundle of blurikets in 
to refrain 
from "thinking 
evil a corner. We rolled up in them and 


slept. 


The Japs routed us early in the 
morning and took us back to the 
hotel for some fish and warming 
tea. 
Ihen marched us to a railroad 


They would not loll us where we 
were being laken. 


After riding" 
all lhat day and 


through the next two days 
and 


night on back-breaking 
wooden 
seats, we arrived at a bleak wes- 
tern Manchurian 
village 
named 


Shong Tai Tun, just over a low 
mountain range from the Gobi De- 
sert. It was freezing. Our malnu- 
trition and 
thfc long stay in ths 


tropics had thinned our blood to the 
consistency of water. None of us 
had overcoats or even moderately 
warm clothing. To a man, we be- 
gan to shake and our teeth clat- 
tered like castanets. 


The barren new camp, half a 
mile from the railroad, had once 
been occupied by Russian troops 
guarding the Manchurian railwaj 
under the terms of an old trealy 
We lined up outside the barracks 
still shaking wilh the cold, ant. 
the camp commander made a loni, 
and 
characteristically 
senseless 
speech. Then he had to form a 
queue and sign statements that we 
would obey the rules of the camp 
and would not attempt to escape 
Afetr what seemed 
like an age 


we were permitted to go inside 
the barracks and were assigned to 
our rooms. There were 90 of us 
mostly senior 
officers. 


Major Gen. Edward P. King and 
we,''F put in 
n room togethci 
and, like the others, our immediate 
aim 
in 
life 
was 
to gel 
so 


warmth into our bones. We fou,.v 
a" ?ld Russian stove, a giganlit 
affair with a smnll, low opcninu 
for coal, and built a fire, which 
had to be stoked constantly while 
we were there, for the coal was 
very bad. 


The arrival of our first mea 
made us 
realize, 
to our joy 


that we had at last moved out o] 
the rice-eating and watery soup 
world. The meal contained bread 
real white bread, and a thick ve- 
getable cake mixed with maize 
or millet. 


It was a hard life at Sheng Tai 


Tun. We had no work to do, bul 
there were no books, and walking 
outside in the piercing gales wa'« 
lo rigorous. We could not get warm 
clothing and could not move far 
from our stoves. The kitchen, bath- 
house and latrine were from 30 to 
oO yards away from the barracks 
and all of us were still troubled 
with our kidney ailments. There- 
was no hot water or soap for 
washing ourselves or our dishes 
Our hands cramned when we put 
them in the frigid water. But we 
made Ihe bcsl of Ihings; even had 
a little "club life" at nights. We 
would save part of our bread, slice 
it very thin, toast it brown over 
our Russian 
stove— "a la Mclba 


toast"—and then assembly in my 
room and munch on it and talk. 


Our colonels, orderlies and cer- 


tain others arrived on November 
14, 1944, with our heavier luggage 
Sympathetically we watched them 
shake 
and shiver outside the 


barracks while Ihe camp comman- 
der made his speech and they 
signed Iheir good conduct papers 
But at last we were united 
a 


union which was colored by my 
disappointment in learning 
that 
my aides, Col. Johnny Pugh and 
Major Tom Dooley, had been left 
behind in Formosa for want 
of 
enough rank. 


The new men brought books with 
them, too, which were great gifts 


Our bleak days dragged on. The 
climate in thai part of Ihe world 
is extremely dry and the wind 
are of tremendous force. Our old 
barracks was hazy wilh dust day 
and night. To combat it we began 
sprinkling the floors twice a day 
and this proved disastrous lo Gen 
King. 


One night a Jap guard came into 


our room to check up on us just 
after we had wet down the floor. 
As we jumped up and slarted for 
our appointed places at the foot 
of our sleeping bench, Gen. King 
slipped arid fell heavily on his right 
hip, hurting himself so badlv that 
it was with the greatest difficulty 
that he was able to get back to 
his feet. I at once 
called two 


American doctors in the barracks 
They decided after a preliminary 
eramination that King had either 
fractured his hip or seriously torn 
its ligaments. They made him as 
comfortable 
as Ihey 
could for 
Ihe nighl. 


The nexl day an American mcd- 


when the conversations will end,

not seeing any callers today, in 
order to devote all of his time to 
the 
atomic, 
world-unity 
discus- 
sions.

By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Nov. 12 —(/P)— We, 
or our children, may cry or be 
thankful forever for what is hap- 
pening today. 


President 
Truman 
is 
talking 
aboul the world's No. 1 problem, 
the atomic bomb, with Britain's 
Prime Minister Altlce and Cana- 
da's MacKcnzic King. 
"We are going al our confer- 
ences prayerfully," Ihe president 
said. There is nolhing in history to 
guide them. There never was an 
atomic bomb bclorc. 


If these three men should hap- 


pen to make a mistake —through 
some agreement reached or policy 
laid down — neither they nor we 
may be able lo know for years how 
far-rcachingly wrong lhal mislake 
might be, 
| Bul a mistake now might 
lead 


lo a frightful atomic 
war 
lhat 
could kill millions of people, sel 
civilization back a thousand years, 
and leave the victor nation free to 
dominalc Iho carlh. 


Mr. Truman is conducling 
Ihe 
lalks with full knowledge lhal his 
own American people arc divided 
on whal should be done with the 
bomb; whether lo keep il sccrel 
or share it. 


Britain and Canada know how 
lo make il. They worked wilh us 
in making il. Russia wasn't in on 
that. And il wasn't Invited to the 
present discussions here. 


Russia may be invilcd lo lalk 
with Mr. Truman later. Last Oclo- 
ber 3 Ihe president suggested thai 
a lalk with Attlee and MacKcnzie 
King would be the firsl of a num- 
ber of discussions wilh other na- 
tions. 


He said at lhal lime Ihe nalionS 


of Ihe world should renounce Ihe 
use and development of the alomic 
bomb al Ihe 
"carliesl 
possible 
| dale." 


He hoped through Ihe discussions 


10 reach an agreemcnl whereby 
"coopcralion mighl replace rival- 
ry In the field of atomic power." 


But he said loo he would 
nol 


disclose during Ihe discussions how 
America made — and slill is mak- 
ing — Ihe alomic bomb. 


And on October 8 Mr. Truman 


said flatly the United Slalcs would 
nol give Ihe know-how of making 
Ihe bomb lo an ally. This meant, 
of course, Russia. 


Russia kept silenl for a month. 


Then last week Foreign Commis- 
sar Molotov 
said 
what 
.Russia 


thinks of such secrecy. 
"The discovery of alomic energy 


should not encourage a propensity 
to exploit the discovery in the play 
of forces in inlcrnalional 
policy 
or an altitude ol complacency as 
regards the fulure of peace-loving 
nations." 


He added grimly: "We will have 


alomic energy, and other things, 
loo." 


American scientists who 
made 


the bomb figure Russia can make 
11 wilhin five years because 
her 


scienlists know the principle in- 
volved. So Mr. Truman laces Ihcse 
problems: 


Whether lo give Russia Ihe se- 
crel now and agree lo outlaw the 
atomic bomb? This might satisfy 
Russia that this country and Brit- 
ain have no ill-will toward her. It 
might also help solve speedily a 
number of other major problems 
and ensure world peace. 


Whether to wail till Russia can 
make Ihe bomb herself and Ihen 
try to reach an agreement with 
her to outlaw the alomic bomb? 
Once Russia had found oul 
Ihe 


hard way how lo make Ihe bomb, 
she mighl nol be willing lo agree 
—with nations which had withheld 
the secret from her — to outlaw 
the bomb. 


Those five years or 
more 
in 


which Russia had to learn how to 
make the bomb would give this 
country and Britain a terrific mili- 
tary advantage over her in case 
of scries conllitt over other world 
problems. 


But lhat very advantage — by 


creating anger and distrust in Rus- 
sia —mighl make solution of those 
other problems 
impossible 
.and 


split the countries so far apart as 
to make anothci war easy. 
o

The varieties selected for test 
ing were the best from the Var- 
iety Testing Orchard on the Exper- 
iment Station which contains 80 dif- 
ferent varieties of peaches. Sam- 
ples from each of the varieties pro-

cally for quality, color, flavor, tex- 
ture, 
and 
appearance. Vitamin 


content tests will also be made. 


This is only the initial step in 


the research planned in this field 
by the Arkansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station.

The Doctor 
Says:

A group of army officers was 
standing at the rail as the troop 
ship passed near shore. 
One of 


them saw some native's loading an- 
imals on another boat and he re- 
marked that it made him meat 
hungry. The others noticed thai one 
of the officers apparently became 
pale and they assumed he had been 
made ill by the suggestion. Later, 
he admitted he had noticed pallor 
before. Next morning this officer 
consulted the physician, explaining 
that ho had been tired for some 
time and his tongue was sore. An 
examination 
showed 
pernicious 
anemia, and treatment with liver 
extract was started at once. He 
soon felt as well as ever, and his 
color returned to normal. 


Dangerous Before 1926 
I£ the incident had occurred be- 


fore 1926, the diagnosis would not 
have been any more difficult lo 
make but treatment would have 
been a problem. In those days, all 
patients with a pernicious anemia 
sooner or later succumbed to the 
disease. 


In 1920 it was discovered that 


pernicious anemia was a deficiency 
disease in which a bone marrow 
stimulating substance found in liv- 
er was lacking.

Patients with pernicious anemia 
"s'jally are middle aged or older.

are some of the other complaints. 
The skin usually has a peculiar 
lemon yellow color. The blood is 
anemic, and the individual red 
cells tend to be larger than normal.

is administered to hold 
it there'. 
Even though the blood returns to 
normal, the stomach continues to 
show lack of acid and special so-- 
cretion. and severe spinal cord and 
nerve degenerations are halted but 
not cured.

He as- 
sumed complete virtue for his plan 
without even discussing its obvious 
faults. 


Here is a proposal which would 


repudiate the basic principle 
of 


unemployment compensation 
and 


substitute a dole. Unemployment 
compensation nt settled lega rates 
is not a favor from a generous 
stale to subjects whose political 
graliludc the ruling parly desires 
to exploit al Ihe polls. It is a legal 
right of the individual clients.

sion. This was one cause of the 
present inflation. These rates had

knowledge continued to flicker and 
burn in these cradles of civiliza- 
tion. 


Typical of the ordeals endured 


during those years by China's in- 
stitutions of higher learning is the 
story of Southwest Associated Uni- 
versity of Kunming. Known as the 
"Harvad of China" because it at- 
tracts sons and daughters of 
the 


best families and maintains stand- 
ards of highest scholarship,, south- 
west today is really three universi- 
ties in one. 


War's necessity brought about 
this educational 
merger, 
placing 


students of the three most famed 
Chinese schools — Nankai Univer- 
sity of Tientsin, National 
Peking 


University and National Tsinghua 
(both of Peiping) —

the 


same roof. S9uthwest Associated is 
governed amicably — literally over 
the teacups — by a board of the 
presidents of each university.

The men I had to leave behind 
at Shen T«i Tun, when the Japs 
moved me to my final prison camp, 
underwent a miserable 
1944-1045 
winter. They, too, received Red 
Cross packages on tho day we 
parted. But the Japs took charge 
of dispensing the goods, and to 
make certain that the men did not 
store any goods away, against har- 
der times, Ihc Japs punched hoins 
in each can of meat and opened 
other foods in such a way ;\s to 
make the matter go bad unless 
consumed quickly. 


But the moat, cheese, 
canned 
butter and powdered milk in the 
packages 
worked 
miracles 
with 


Ihc men, Gen. Bccbc 
lator re- 
ported to me. They gained iveight 
after we left until most of them 
were within 20 or 25 pounds of 
Ihoir normal weight. 


Their long months of slarvruion 


and their advancing years, how- 
ever, had caused serious dental 
troubles. Some of thuir teeth had 
been broken or loosened by beat- 
ings. Many of the prisoners 
at 


Sheng Tni Tun during that h;ird 
winter 
suffered 
from 
abscesses 


and their jaws were swollen lo a 
point where in some cases they 
were not able to cat for us many 
as two or three days. 


Thefec 
men 
often 
walked 
tho 


floors day and night until the ab- 
scesses burst, 
after 
which they 
were afforded some relief. 


Finally, Ihc Japs listened 
lo 


their conslant picas and permitted 
thorn to hire a Jocnl dentist, 
who 


WBS,- frofioiewlWrnainly, in yankitif, 
teeth. The Japs would not allow 
him any materials with which to 
fill cavities. 


To keep out temperatures thai 
dropped as low as 45 degrees be- 
low 
zero 
tho prisoners pasted 


strips of paper over their loose 
windows and stayed close to thcii 
stoves, 
reading 
and 
re-reading 


their books. Enlisted men wore 
beaten now and then for trivia 
infractions of the rules, but the 
boatings wore, not widespread. 


The officers formed their old mu- 
sical organization again and were 
permitted to move from one place 
to another in the camp area putting 
on their shows. When thoy ran oui 
of tunes, now ones and lyrics wore 
composed by Cols. Gordon Sage 
onco commander of one of my anti- 
aircraft regiments and a survivoi 
of Camp O'Doiincll, and Ted Lilly, 
another talented 
musician who 


made life at Sheng Tai Tun more 
bearable. 


The first real trouble with the 


.lap captors Ihal winter came when 
Ihc nu'n were ordered lo dig fox- 
holes in ground which was frozen 
as solid a.s a battleship's armor. 
Rut 
the Japs 
finally 
had 
their 


way, 
for they controlled the food 


which the new flesh of our men 
.so mightily craved. 


However, in the laic winter when 
c Japs insisted that the officers 


begin working on tin; farm 
our 


men rejected tin: demand a.s ve- 
hemently 
as; they had done 


Shirakawa. They tuld the Japs of 
their bitter experiences at 
that 


place, 
and 
refused 
to listen 
to 


their new Jap captors when the 
latter promised them that 
they 


would receive such food as they 
raised. As a result, lists were 
made of the officers to work and 
their food was cut immediately. 


But 
our 
men 
had 
one great 


comfort at Shen Tai Tun. They 
had 
devised 
means 
of 
getting 


lows of the outside world. An en- 
listed man got the program un- 
der way. He became friendly with 
Jap sentry who could speak a 


little Knglish and made a bargain 
.vhoreby ho would give the sentry 
his wristsvatch in exchange 
for 


three Jap newspapers. 
He knew 


that Cols. Hoffman and Wood were 
expert translators. 


Those newspapers wore perhaps 


aniong the most expensive in the 
listory of publishing. The sentry 
dangerously stole them from the 
;amp commander's office and they 
lad lo bo returned to the com- 
mander's desk at a certain time 
each night. All concerned took the 
•isk, and expense—a high tribute 
to the value of a newspaper, even 
Jap paper. 
The Jap soldier who stole the 


Kipcrs sent word to our men that 
hey must never discuss news with- 
in earshot of any other Jap, for 
if 
suspicion 
fell 
upon him 
the 


Americans would most surely bo 
severely punished and he himself 
would be executed. 


The papers continued to be de- 


livered to our men under cover of 
darkness, and their wristwalchcs 
and later their fountain pens and 
automatic pencils disappeared one 
by one. They learned with mount- 
ing excitement that the war in 
Europe was going well, and that 
Japan proper was being bombed 
by I3-29s. They could not imagine 
what a B-29 looked liVr. but, tho 
bombing was enough. Thoy learn- 
ed, too. from these papers 
of 


MacArthur's landings in the Phit- 
ippines and later of the death uf 
i 


President 
Roosevelt, 
and 
they 


spread these 
tremcr.duus 
words I 


from mouth to mouth. 


On May 2(1, liMf., the Jap com- 


mander of the camp nngrily lold 
them Ihal since they refused lo 
work he was sending them lo Muk 
den, 
where Ihcy would find slcrnci 
ti calmciil. 


They were shipped to a new pri 


son camp which the Japs hac 
erected near Mukden as a pcrma 
ncnt home for Allied captives. Ap 
patently it was built on Ihc pre- 
sumption that Japan not only would 
win the war bul would keep many 
prisoners a I work for years to 
come. 
For 
tho men were told 


when Ihcy reported thai 
if Ihcy 
obeyed all rules, "In Ihe ncxl leh 
or twenty years to come" their 
relatives from America would be 
permitted to visit Ihcm! Still, they 
refused to work. 


The new camp lay close to a 
large factory, designed to turn 
out machine tools .More than a 
thousand American soldiers 
nnc 
sailors with mechanical 
training 


had boon sent there nnd put lo 
work in Ihc summer of 1942, ano 
200 died of privation during their 
first winter. 


In time the men saw hero a host 


of opporlunitics to square the score 
with Ihcir Jap masters by sabo- 
tage and by stealing just about 
everything they could lift 


In one case a crow of American 
cnlislcd men, with the help o 
some British and Dutch, were so 
to-work digging pits and pouring 
cement for the foundations 
of 80 


new and expensive lathes. When the 
pits were dug they hooked a very 
large lathe to an electric hoist 
dropped the lathe into the hole 
and then neatly covered it with 
cement before the Jap overscei 
could make his rounds. 
Thei 


they set up the 89 lathes, but the 
Jap 
discovered that 88 of them 


would not work. Vital parts of Ihc 
machines had been removed by the 
Allied cnlislcd 
men and 
buricc 


in Ihc cement which covered the 
buried lathe. 


Tokyo sent 
a war production 
specialist to Ihe factory and foi 
a time ; it appeared ' thai things 
would go ,very hard, for a j-U. S 
Navy technician 'hnmed* SaVbio 
foreman of the crew concerned. 
JiuI Savoie blandly mis-answercc 
all questions flung at him. 


"This is tho worst piece of sabo- 
tage I have over soon In Japan!' 
the export shouted as ho stomped 
off. 
II was a Iribute to Savoie 
and his brave men. 


Our soldiers at Iho factory, tak- 


ing everything Ihal was nol ri 
vctod securely, stole electric mo 
tors, expensive parls and metals. 
When Jap guards were not looking 
they would loss this materiel over 
tho factory wall at a prearranged 
spot; 
the stuff would be picked 


up by a wailing Chinese, then ta- 
ken to Ihc Mukden Black Mar- 
ket and .sold. Our men and the 
Chinese who worked with thorn 
split the profits 50-50, and with 
this money our men purchased 
tobacco, occasionally some 
food 


and enough clothing to keep from 
freezing to death. 


Tho Japs made (ho grave mis-- 


take one day of ordering a group 
of our soldiers lo unload a carload 
of sausage 
and dried meal for 


tho factory commissary, and then 
assigned too few guards to su 
pcrviso Iho unloading. Our boys 
must have got away with a good 
half of that carload, right then and 
there, sticking the sausage in poc- 
kets, shirts and down their tied 
pants leg. Later one of the boys 
picked the lock of tho warehouse 
and the Japs lost much of what they 
had boon able to save in the first 
place. The meal had to bo hidden 
and furtively eaten at the factory, 
and the boys alo il until il ran out 
their oars. 


The Japs began searching the 


cnlislcd men upon their return each 
evening to tho prison camp, and 
for a time it appeared thai Iho holi- 
day was over. They had to come 
through the-only entrance to the 
camp because an eight-foot wall, 
with electric wire on its top, pre- 
cluded any other means of gelling 
back in. 


But one clever soldier devised 


a false bottom for the large food 
buckets which were carted from 
Iho camp to the factory each morn- 
ng and returned empty each night. 
Traffic in small stores such as 
tobacco nnd small-packaged food 
picked up briskly—to the joy and 
gratitude of our officers who, be- 
cause they refused lo work in the 
factory, were being punished by 
the usual starvation method. 


Tho officers begun buying any- 
hing edible or smokable brought 
lo them by the enlisted men. It 
was the first chance the officers 
iad had to spend American money 
'or 
along time, and they spent 


t .so enthusiastically that prices 
•oso dizzily. 


The cost of a can of milk, or 


jound of powdered milk, rose to 
•25; a 12 oz. can of corned beef 
vas worth as much as $25; a pack- 
igc American cigarets brought $6. 
Tho cnlisetd men were given more 
0 oat than the officers, so Ihc 
alter 
occasionally even bought 


cftovcr food. Sour flour buns sold 
or $1 each, with more bidders 
hun Ihe enlisted men could sup- 
)ly. One boy is said to have amass- 
ed nearly $25,000 during his stay 


1 Mukden. If so, he earned every 
jenny of it, for Ihe chances he 
ook were appalling.

British Fight 
Into Heart of 
Soerabaja 


Batavia, Nov. 13 — (UP)—Brit- 


ish troops battered their way into 
the heart oC the Indonesian resist- 
ance center of Soerabaja 
today 


and the Indonesian independence 
movement was drastically shaken 
up with Dr. Sukarno giving 
up 
most o!. his powers. 


Heated conferences preceded tho 


shake-up in the quasi-independent 
Indonesian "govornmnl" but Su- 
karno finally agreed to turn over 
the posts of premier, foreign min- 
ister and home affairs lo Sulan 
Sjahrir, chairman of the 15-mem- 
taer working committee of the Re- 
publican movement. 


Sjahrir's followers got most of 


the posts in the new cabinet and 
Sukarno was relegated to the titu- 
lar rank of "cnief" o£ the non- 
existent state, stripped of virtual- 
ly all real power. 


Sjahrir announced he hadn't de- 
cided yet whether he would con- 
tinue the 
discussions 
with 
the 


Dutch which Sukarno had been en- 
gaged in. 
. Tho shake-up reflected the suc- 
cess of the British in pounding into 
Soerabaja which 
they 
predicted 


would be fully occupied before the 
weekend. 


The initial impression of politi- 
cal quarters was that the 
new 
"cabinet" is considerably 
more 
moderate and realistic than tho Su- 
karno reimc. Sjahrir was report- 
ed lo be acceptable to the Dutch. 
None of the new ministers 
held 
any important offices under 
the 
Japanese occupation. 


British headquarters spokesmen 
said infantrymen of the 5th Indian 
Division penetrated into the mod- 
ern business section of Soerabaja, 
in the heart of the East Java naval 
base. 


The bulk of the Indonesian ex- 
tremists were believed concentrat- 
ed in the central area and dis- 
patches from the city said 
they 


were being blasted out of 
Ihcir 
barricades by point-blank artillery 
fire and aerial bombardment. 


Casualties among the National- 
ists apparently were running high. 
British officers said groups of as 
many as 1,000 Indonesians 
were 
being "broken up" by the steady 
ground and air hammering. 


Seven 
Indian 
soldiers 
were 


wounded in yesterday's 
fighting, 
but it was indicated that British 
losses were mounting as the ad- 
vance carried into the core of the 
Nationalist positions. 
More than half the city was in 
British hands, and late 
advices 
said they held a line this morning 
extending roughly from1 the hotel 
Soerabaja and the telegraph 
fice to the Grand Hotel.

State AFL 
May Ask 
Laws' Repeal 


Little Rock, Nov. 13 — (/P)— A 


legislative committee of tho Ar- 
kansas Stale Federation of Labor, 
which opened Us 39th annual con- 
vention hero yesterday, today was 
considering a proposed resolution 
advocating the repeal of two stat- 
utes involving labor. 


Thc resolution, introduced yes- 
terday, assailed the anti-violence 
strike act of 1943 and 
Initiated 


Amendment No. 34, which outlaws 
closed shops, 
as 
"un-American, 
bigoted and selfish." 


The committee also was study- 


ing resolutions which recommend- 
ed enactment of a state fair labor 
law with provisions similar to those 
of Iho federal act, and creation of 
a national commission to set up a 
defense againsl thc atomic bomb. 


Tho hitler resolution also urged 


that atomic energy not be used 
"to exploit workers." Other pro- 
posed resolutions would command 
tho Office of Price Administration 
for its efforts lo avoid inflation 
nnd would increase the executive 
board membership from seven to 
nine with the addition of two new 
districts 
with 
headquarters 
at 
Crossctt and Joncsboro.

in tho next six weeks from gamma 
ray burns that destroyed rod blood 
coll building tissues in bone mar- 
row, or burned intestines so severe- 


Russia Pulls 
Back From

Chungking, ,Nov. 13 — (UP) — 
Russia's Red Banner Army was 
reported today to have begun a 
mass withdrawal from Manchuria, 
on the southern 
approaches 
of 


which more than 2,000,000 Chinese 
Communist and Nationalist troops 
were locked in undeclared 
civil 
war. 


Informed sources said main units 


of the Soviet forces in Manchuria 
were pulling out in three direc- 
tions, leaving the occupation issue 
up to the warring Chinese factions. 
The 
Russians 
were 
reported 
moving in force from Manchuria 
into the Soviet occupation zone of 
northern Korea, to the great Rus- 
sian base of Vladivostok flanking 
Manchuria on the cast, and to Port 
Arthur, at the Up of the province 
jutting down inio the Yellow Sea. 
The treaty alliance between Rus- 
sia and China provides that Port 
Arthur, 
stronghold 
dominating 
south-central Manchuria, would be 
garrisoned • by Soviet forces. 
The scope of the reported Soviet 


withdrawal from Manchuria still 
was obscure. But informed refer- 
ences to a pullout of the main So- 
viet units in a. concerted, three- 
way action, suggested that the Red 
army command had decided 'on a 
full scale exit without waiting for 
the Chinese to resolve their own, 
differences. 


The gravity of the civil war and 
an indication of thin hope for early 
settlement were reflected in 
an 
appeal to Chungking by General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-Shek's forces in, 
inner Mongolia for reinforcements. 


An official Central News agency 


dispatch said the Communists were 
pressing a wide offensive that had 
brought under siege the key cities 
of Patow and Kwcisui. 


Powerful Communist forces were 
reported stepping up their siege o£ 
Kweisui, capital of Suiyuan prov- 
ince, in an attempt to overwhelm, 
the ancient city which had 
been 


under assault from all sides 
for 
more than a week. 


At Paotow, western terminal of 


tho Peiping-Suiyuan railway, Com- 
munist siege forces stormed 
the 
barricades 20 limes in a 
single, 


night, dispatches said.1 They were 
reported bealen off every time.

what the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt admitted was an ex- 
periment that iailcd. In 1039, he 
advanced Ihe dale of Thanksgiv- 
ing, by presiduilil proclamation, 
lo Ihe third Thursday in Novem- 
ber to lengthen the shopping days 
between Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas so retailers would not be quite 
so rushed.
